The New Patriotism 


! 


‘ NATIONAL PHENOMENON 
which may prove to be even 
more significant than the outcome 
_-of the Vietnam war is the wholly 
new approach to their country’s in- 
volvement in- the conflict which 
thousands of Americans are now 
demonstrating. Quite apart from 
the active protests of street march- 
ers and platform speakers, there is 
a vast undercurrent of popular dis- 
satisfaction, even resentment, now 
» being felt throughout the United 
States. These many persons, quiet- 
ly in opposition to a major war in 
which their country is deeply en- 
gaged, exemplify an unprecedented 
type of patriotism—the conscien- 
tious feeling of patriotic men and 
women that their warring govern- 
ment is in the wrong. 
It would be difficult to identify 
a war in which a western nation 
has been involved which did not 
automatically command the almost 
unanimous support of the popula- 
tion. It is true that World War 
Two had conscientious objectors, 
but they were considered as persons 
apart—isolated cases who in justice 
must be grudgingly respected for 
their religious belief but who were 
definitely at odds with their coun- 
try. But now, for the first time, it 
is becoming recognized in the United 
States that it is not disloyal or 
treasonable to oppose the nation’s 


plunge into war. Perhaps for, the 
first time a citizen can appraise the 
war with which he is confronted 
with criteria based on its. merits 
or otherwise, and not with hysteria 
which would tolerate only blind ad- 
herence to the cause. 


This could be a trend that might 
be seen in. other countries if occa- 
sion should arise. It could conceiv- 
ably emerge as one of the strongest 
anti-war influences possible, herald- 
ing a new approach by governments 
to the prospect of war and resulting, 
it may be hoped, in decisions to fore- 
go such conflicts. 


A recent Gallup poll in the 
United States indicates that 49 per 
cent of those answering believe the 
dispatch of troops to Vietnam in 
1965 was a mistake. Forty-one be- 
lieve that it was not a mistake and 
ten per cent did not register an 
opinion. Imagine the impact that 
such a poll result would have had 
in, say, 1916, or in 1942, or in 1952. 
The rise of the concept that a man 
or woman can be publiclyagainst 
his country’s participation in a war, 
yet still claim integrity and good 
citizenship and an unimpaired love 
of country, could have a revolution- 
ary effect which would far tran- 
scend in importance the actual out- 
come of the Vietnam struggle. Viet- 
nam could be the last blind war. 


To Curb Excessive Power < 


VERY WIDE POWERS 

claimed for itself by the gov- 
ernment in the controversial bill re- 
specting collective bargaining and 
mediation have been criticized since 
the contents of the legislation be- 
came known. As the measure now 
comes under discussion in the House 
the government would do well to 
pay close attention to two amend- 
——ments-—which—have—been—listed—by 
members of the Liberal opposition. 
An amendment originated by 
Dr. McGeer would strike at one of 
the serious flaws in Bill 33. Clause 
19, as it stands, empowers the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council—which 
means the cabinet—to ban strikes 


or lockouts in order to “protect the - 


public interest” by referring an un- 
resolved labor dispute to the Com- 
mission and ordering that body’s de- 
cision to be final and binding. Dr. 
McGeer’s amendment would put 
such a sweeping power where it 
rightly belongs: the Lieutenant-Gov- 


ernor in Council could order the 
Comumission’s decision to be binding 
only with the assent of the Legis- 
lature. This would at least place 
the power of decision in the hands 
of the province’s law-making body. 

An amendment of Section 19 
proposed by Mr. L. A. Williams 
would have the cabinet refer Civil 
Service labor disputes to the Com- 
mission-only—at-the request of -the 
“employer or group of employees” 
involved, thus giving the Civil Serv- 
ice power to call for the Commission 
to consider the problem at hand 
rather than leave such a reference 
solely to the discretion of the gov- 
ernment. 

Government should have certain 
initiatives and powers in regard to 
labor problems, but excessive pow- 
ers must be avoided. These two 
amendments—and. there are bound 
to be others — would place safe- 
guards in the legislation which, as 
it stands, are lacking. 


More For Us 


CANADIANS CONSID- 
er the United States trading- 
with-the-enemy act as it affects this 
country, chief concern usually cen- 
tres on the possibility of American 
industrial leaders restricting sales 
by their Canadian subsidiaries to 
nations not acceptable to the United 
States. The implications of an in- 
vasion of sovereignty in such an 
event has: led’ Canada to define 
“good corporate citizenship” for 
such subsidiaries and their princi- 
pals. 

Canadians naturally object to 
any interference by interests out- 
side the country with trade in 
products originating in Canada. Mr. 
Theodore C. Sorensen, former chief 
adviser to President Kennedy, shows 
the other side of the coin. By re- 
jecting business with Communist 
countries of Eastern Europe, he 
points out, the United States fore- 
goes a growing market into which 
many of her are channelling 
goods. In 1967 United States trade 
with Eastern Europe amounted to 
$372 millions, which was 0.7 per 


Yet last year, Eastern Europe's 
trade with Western. countries 
amounted to 16 billions, 20 per cent 
more than in the preceding year, 
which, in turn, was 20 per cent more 
than the year before. In hard, 
economic terms, that means that 
the United States is sacrificing its 
own commercial interests to the 
benefit of Western Europeans and 
Canadians. 


But the Sorensen argument does 


. not end there. He believes that 


trade with Eastern Europe would 
have important foreign policy bene- 
fits. Interchanges of a business na- 
ture between Russia and the United 
‘States, for instance, would tend to 
strengthen relations: Trade would 
provide opportunities for Commu- 
nist nations to avoid returning to a 
hard-and-fast Communist bloc, and 
might divert the various economies 
into streams outside the channels 
of military production. In Mr. Sor- 
ensen’s view, the United States is 
losing an opportunity to promote 
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« |. , Here's another nasty item . . . Ho Chi Minh says he sincerely hopes YOU win the election . . . !”

Some Haziness in Price Review Plans 


N the evening of March 6, in re- 


government’s decision to create a prices 
review board. 
Although it seemed at 
that time a rather 
nebulous concept, 
word was sub- 
sequently passed that 
uncertainties would 
be cleared away by 
the prime minister in 
a major speech on 
the financial. resolu- 
tions.

The prime minister’s exposition was 
set in the context of a general defence of 
government policy. As is customary, he 
contended that the ministry has made ‘‘a 
very real and effective effort” to 
maintain —its control over expediture 
increases and he notéd, accurately, that 
in the past decade increases at the 
provincial-municipal level have exceeded 
those of the federal government. 


Western 


Getting and Spending 


This fs not, of course, the whole story. 
The burden of many eloquent speeches 
on co-operative federalism was that 
Ottawa, by generous measures of 
decentralization, had shifted massive 
revenues to the provincial government. 
What provinces get, provinces will spend. 
The federal government seems to have 
had no doubts on this score because the 
gifts were never accompanied by exhor- 
tations to scrimp and save. 

There is also the more _ topical 
business of medicare. Who, precisely, is 
pushing whom? 

Mr. Pea: was, however, as candid 
as Mr. Sharp been earlier about the 
problem now*confronting us. He said 
flatly that Canada's price performance 
over the past year or two ,has been 
“bad,” and now “compares unfavorably 
with that of most -other industrialized

-But these are 
effective over the longer term. There is 
a need for measures with a more direct 
and immediate effect. ‘We must find 
some means of influencing the many 
individual decisions that give rise to 
increases in incomes, costs and prices.” 


What Is It? 


We come then to the proposed prices 
review board or, as Mr. Pearson more 
cautiously called it, ‘‘a governmental 
agency or commission.’’ How is it to be 
set up, how will it operate, what powers 
will it have, what will be its terms of 
reference? 

For the sake of speed, it is to be set 
up wumder the Enquiries Act, thus 
eliminating the need for legislation. 

As to its general functions, the prime 
minister said: “This agency will analyze 
the nature and probable effect of such 
decisions (affecting prices, incomes and 


cosis) and, where necessary, subject 


them to public review and criticism. It 
will also discuss priee and cost problems 
with representatives of management, 
labor and consumers, in order to clarify 
the issues involved and insure that, 
before major decisions are reached, all 
concerned are aware of these issues and 
that the public interest is taken fully into 
account.” 

He added Sater: “To avoid any 
conflict or misunderstanding . . . the 
agency’s legal functions will be limited

All the central questions seer to be 
unanswered, What prices will the agency 
seek to influence?

No Lasting Effect 


It would appear, from Mr. Pearson’s

Mr. Pearson said on 
Tuesday: “If — and when — in the light 
of experience, an agency with greater 
powers and authority is required, the 
government can submit legislation to 
Parliament for that purpose.” Authority 
to Gontrol prices? . 


Price Umbrella 


There is a less obvious danger. The 


‘idea, evidently, is to use moral suasion 


to limit cost and price increases to what 
the agency considers reasonable, But 
government approval could easily 
become an umbrella for price-fixing— 
this is exactly what happened in the case 
of the flour-millers, who made their 
arrangements with the sanction of the 
Wartime Prices and Trades Board. The 
matter was exposed by the combines 
branch but nothing could be done about 
it, 

It may be that the venture, which 
now seems to defy attempts at elucida- 
tion, will become clearer as the 
government moves on from consultation 
to consultation, Or it may, considering 
the jurisdictional difficulties, disappear 
altogether. But the likelihood is that we 
will end up with another government 
agency with a minimum of impact, at. 
least in the beginning, but, as usual, a 
maximum of staff.

Doesn't Win

N the prevailing fog of gloom and 

uncertainty, there are only two things 
that can be said with perfect certainty 
about the war in Vietnam. The first is 
bleakly simple. There : 
is in fact no comfort- 
able, easy halfway 
house between defeat 
and victory. No one 
who has studied 
North Vietnamese 
policy, labored to 
read the captured 
documents, and fol- 
lowed on the spot the 
development of 
Hanoi’s war plans, 
tacti¢s and strategy, believes for one 
moment that such a halfway house exists 
today, or will ever exist ‘in the future. 
The well-intentioned people who offer 
theoretical. blueprints for such halfway 
houses are as ignorant of the realities 4s 
the people who used to peddle the view 
that Josef Stalin was really a nice guy at 
heart, 


Tenacity, Courage 


The North Vietnamese leaders are 
men with a tenacity and courage that 
seem all the more admirable in the 
present climate in Washington. They are 
also ‘men endowed with the most steely 
ruthlessness. In the month of February, 
they expended their troops at a rate of 
more than 10,000 men a week and in the 
week of March 2 to March 9, they were 
still expending troops so lavishly that 
their losses exceeded 6,700 men — and 
this is without counting their wounded. 

Take as their population base the 16.5 
million people of North Vietnam, plus the 
5 million plus-or-minus under VC contrel 
in the south. Make the. appropriate 
conversion, You find that the Hartoi 
leaders are in fact accepting losses 
which, if accepted by the United States 
of America, would run from 60,000 to 
100,000 men a week in killed-in-action 
alone, - 

They are accepting these quite 
unprecedented rates of loss — ten times 
as high as the average in the recent past 
— because they are going for broke. 
They are going for broke — trying to win 
the war in a short time.— because they 
know they cannot stand the strain of 
, greatly prolonged war. And they are 
ready to make such appalling sacrifices 
because they want to get their grip on 
South Vietnam. 


Hanoi Dominance 


To get their grip on South Vietnam at 
cheaper cost; the Hanoi leaders might 
well accept one or another of the crazier 
halfway house solutions that have been 
proposed in the United States. But if that 
is ever permitted to happen, Saigon will 
be ruled from Hanoi in a very short 
space cf time. 

All the millions of Vietnamese who 
have put their faith in the United States 
will then suffer cruelly for this mis- 
placed faith, The U.S. will also have 
experienced its first defeat in war since 
this republic was established. And that 
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OTTAWA — Pierre Trudeau, candidate for the 
Liberal leadership,.has been-something of an enigma 


to political observers. 


While his views on constitutional matters are 
well known,. his position in the political spectrum. is 


much less clear. 


In consequence he has been vari- 


ously described as a left-wing Liberal, a “socialist”, 
a pragmatist, a radical or middle-of-the-roader. 
His actual approach to major social, economic 


and financial iss! 


ues emerges from the following text 


of an interview with Maurice Western, Times Ottawa 


correspondent. 

Q.: Do you feel that -Ca- 
nadian governments, as a 
whole, are spending too much, 
too little, or about the right 
amount on social welfare of 
all kinds? 

Trudeau: Right now, I'd say 
they are spending just about 
the right amounts. I wouldn't 
want to see them pushing 
forward with any great gusto 
in the area of social welfare. 

I think the present. set of 
social welfare legislation and. 


benefits, which we have in 


Canada and in the provinces, 
is a good balance. 2 

It puts us in the forefront of 
most western industrial coun- 
tries and I think now we are 
entering into a period when 
our approach to problems of 
economic or social distress 
will be less by way. of 
universal benefits without 
means test and much more by 
way of addressing: oneself to 
specific problems. 

In other words, it used to be 
necessary, I think, in the past 
“when we were a much greater 


._distance removed from the 


affluent society than we are 
today to think in terms of uni- 
versal its without, you 


people's lives. 
But I think now, as_we are 


approaching’.a more. affluent 
society, we will have to think 
with greater precision of those 
small groups of people which 
are living on the fringes of 
this society and help them in 
a way which will be more 
beneficial, perhaps less costly, 
but much more personal than 
just giving them a cheque. 


We will have to, as we are 
beginning to do now, re-train, 
re-cycle, help them to 'move 
from one place to another; 
consider that one generation, | 
perhaps, has a right to stay in 
its present place ‘but not 
subsidize it to stay there 
forever with the family but to 
help the family re-train for 
some other thing. 


I think our whole approach 
will be different now. 


Q.: Do you believe that the 
government should press on 
for a guaranteed income for 
Canadians. as advocated by 
some of the candidates? 


Trudeau: No, I don’t. The 
idea is an attractive one. 

It is theoretically very 
attractive in the sense that it 
tends to do away with endless 
bureaucratic solutions to @ 
whole different set of prob- 
lems and tries to solve them 
through one income tax re- 
port. 


Doesn't Meet The Point 


And, therefore, it is attrac- 
tive in the sense that it would 
simplify the administration of 
these things ‘but it doesn’t 
meet the kind of point that 
I’m making. 

I think the people that we 
want to help now are people 
who won’t be helped just 
because they are getting a 
cheque, which will bring them 
up to the minimum of «what 
we decide to be the good 
standard of living for the 
average Canadian. 

The person now who is 
below that is, in a very large 
number of cases, the person 
who needs personal help. 

It is not a matter of making 
sure he has the minimum 
income; it is a matter. of 
helping him re-train and re- 
adapt to the new psychology 
of new environment. 

I have no theoretical objec- 
tion to the guaranteed mini- 
mum income. I don’t think it 
is socialism or anything like 
that. 

If it would simplify some 
bureaucratic problems, it is 
good but I would hate to have 


people believe that it is a 
solution for the pockets of 
poverty which are plaguing us 
now. 
Q: Do you think, after these, 
many years of deficits, that 
the federal government bud- 
get should be balanced for 
some years to come? 
Trudeau: Well, I don’t have 
any great refinements on 
Keynesianism or new Keyn- 
esianism. I think that the 
theory of the balanced budget 
over the whole cycle is the 
right approach, 


You know, a_ deficitary 


budget is justifiable when you . 


have to combat deflation and 
a budgetary surplus is neces- 
sary when you are combatting- 
inflation. I think the general 
approach is right. 

So, when you ask me if, for 
some time to come we should 
balance the budget, it really 
depends on whether we are 
going to have fairly stable 
times for some time to come. 

If we are, I think we should 
balance the budget: if we are 
going to hit an inflation, I 
think we should tend to have 
a surplus. 


Fighting Chronic Inflation 


Q: Do you have any specific 
ideas for combatting continual 
inflation, the sort of thing that 
seems to have been chronic in 


western society since the 
war? 
Trudeau: Yes, you are 


distinguishing between chronic 
inflation, cdéntinuing inflation, 
and my answer, which was 
obviously addressed to a 
sudden inflationary surge. 

You can’t without a very, 
very tightly controlled econo- 
my, have 100 per cent full 
employment and not have 
some inflation, unless you 
have a totalitarian regime. 

I think even Lord Beveridge 
recognized that and he wasn’t 
aiming, even in a socialist 
regime, for full- employment 
but-for—something—near—full 
employment. 

So the closer we get to full 
employment, the more danger 
we have with inflation be- 
cause of this pressure but also 
because we are realizing more 
and more that the Keynesian 
‘solutions of just using your 


monetary system or your 
taxation system or your buy- 
ing and spending power can’t 
be applied to a whole country. 

We are beginning to realize, 
although it should have been 
obvious, I suppose, that a 
tight money system in one 
part of the country is perhaps 
required but not in another 
part of the country, and we 
are realizing that our fiscal 
and monetary tools will have 
to be much more sharp and 
much more subtle; that they 
can’t just work automatically. 

To your question about 
enduring inflation, I think it is 
accepted that there is always 
going to be a slight inflation- 
ary pressure on all free 
economies but—.I certainly 
disagree if it-is meant that-it 
should be more. than slight. 

I think we must combat any 
strong inflationary pressure, 
which is really produced by 
what Stevenson called the 
revolution of rising expecta- 
tions and which he applied, I 
think, to underdeveloped coun-

tries but which is hitting us 
very hard in. industrial so- 
cieties. 

People are really trying to 
get more-out of the govern- 
ment and more out of the 
economy than they are put- 
ting into it and this really 
means inflation. 

The answer to that is to 
address yourself to the people” 
and to explain to them that 
they can’t get more; other- 
wise they are defeating their 
own purposes. 

Q@. Do you think that the 
present level of taxation, 
federal, provincial and muni- 
cipal, is an excessive burden 
on the Canadian economy and 
do you see any prospect! of a 
reduction of it_in the fore- 
seeable future? 

Trudeau: I don’t see any 
prospect of a reduction in it. 

The tax-structure com- 
mittee, which let us see its 
projections, this body com- 
posed of federal and provin- 
cial officials, shows on the 
contrary an increase in ex- 


Don’t Want 


They don’t want the govern- 
ment to continue spending and 
parties out-bidding each other 
with social benefits. 

I think now you will have to 
become much more sophisti- 
cated. The governments will 
have to look for spendings in 
those areas which are not 
occupied by private enterprise 
or 'the big corporation. 

We will have to ‘choose 
those key areas which are 
important for the welfare of 
the Canadian citizen; those 
areas where the market 
operations would not produce 
the values you want and 
invest in those areas. 

For instance, the CBC is an 
obvious example. This is one 
area which, for reasons of 
culture and Canadianism, we 
want the state to get in and 
make expenditures and this is 
a positive choice. 

But citizens, I think, are 
becoming more and more 
aware of the need to make 
this positive choice. 

Some areas are not done 
better by governments; some 
areas must be done by 
governments if they are not to 
be submerged by the Ab 
mighty. Dollar. Governments 
and citizens are becoming 
more sophisticated and this is 
right. 

Q. What is your attitude 
generally towards the pro- 
posal for a capital gains tax? 

Trudeau: I have no real 
theoretical answer to that.- I 
can take it or leave it. 

It_really depends on what 
the total fiscal base is; how 


penditures at all levels of 
government, a much greater 
increase at the provincial and 
municipal level.

We’ve just an- 
nounced now that we. are 
putting a freeze on the civil 
service.

More and more people 
now don’t want to receive 
universal benefits. 


Out-Bidding 


much more revenues we need 
and whether this would be the 
most efficient way to get it. 
In other words, I have no 
theoretical objection to a 
capital gains tax but I would 
like to see it demonstrated 
that now it is the best way. 


I know the arguments 
against it; it wouldn’t produce 
all that much more; it would 
tend, perhaps, to put a 
damper on risk investment 
and so on. 

In the context of something 
like the Carter commission, 
when you are redoing - all 
your fiscal laws, then this idea 
could ‘be integrated but I 
would hate to see it come out 
of the blue as just one reform 
in one area, as though we 
were sure that that would 
produce an over-all better 
result.

We must see if it fits in 
with ‘the over-all; there is no 
point in having the optimum 
production in a chemical mill 
if -you-pollute-your-waters—and. 
render life unbearable. 

The same thing with taxes. 
You can get more money out 
of one tax but it is the over-all 
effect that you want. This is 
what I would like to see.

Radio Signals From Outer Space 
Not Work of 'Little.Green Men’ 


LONDON — It ifs ‘most 
unlikely” that the uncannily 
precise radio pulsations from 
outer space detected by the 
Cavendish laboratory at Cam- 
bridge University are contriv- 
ances from “intelligent 
beings,’ Britain’s _ eminent 
radio-astronomer, Sir Martin 
Ryle, has declared. 

Other British astonomers, 
Ryle said, are of the same 
opinion, all persuaded that 
‘natural phenomena, the inner 
pulsations of a white dwarf or 
neutron star, are the much 
more probable source.

Scientists from Ryle’s team 
at the Cavendish laboratory’s 
Mullard radio astronomy 
laboratory first heard the 
incredibly regular radio 
signals last July, and Ryle 
himself Jast week indicated 
that he had identified the 
source. as coming from a 
specific blue star of the 18th 
magnitude,

Balanced Budgets? Economic Equality? Free Trade? 


foreign investment on.a large 
scale; do you see any future 
danger to our sovereignty in 
the so-called economic pene- 
tration of United States capi- 
tal; do you favor any special 
taxes on this capital -when it 
is invested in Canada; and do 
you agree with Walter Gor- 
don’s ideas about buying back 
Canadian industry? 

Trudeau: Well, the answer 
to the first two questions is 
“Yes!” 

I welcome foreign capital, 
yes, and I see a danger to 
Canada’s political sovereignty, 
yes, if this foreign capital 
comes in without our even 
taking cognizance of the fact 
and meeting the problem it 
creates. 

It is really the problem of 
economic domination by one 
country over Canada and over 
many, many other countries. 

My approach is that I favor 
the free flow of investment 
and technology into Canada 
because we need it to develop 
our country. 

I think we must start with 
the proposition that we should 
not discriminate against it in 
Canada. 

We must, however, ask that 
it, the foreign capital, abide 
by our laws and, when it is 
corporate investment, that the 
corporations. behave as good 


corporate citizens; to use that 
well-hackneyed phrase. 

This is essential but I don’t 
think we -should. have_ dis- 
criminatory laws or taxation 
against. foreign capital. 

I think we should use moral 
suasion; for instance’ to .get 
foreign enterprise to use more 
Canadian directors and Ca- 
nadian know-how. 

I think we should use tools 
which are permissible even in 
Canada to give incentives for 
money to be used.in invest- 
ments in one area rather’ than 
another. 

I think we should also—I 
believe in Mr. Gordon’s idea 
for a Canadian Development 
Corporation, not so much for 
the aim of buying back 
Canada. . 

I don’t think Mr. Gordon 
himself would want to say 
that was his main aim 
because it is obvious that the 
important thing is not to buy 
‘back the past but to make 
sure that we own the future. 

If we are going to spend all 
our savings in buying back 
yesterday, we won't have any 
more to invest in tomorrow. 

I think that the central idea 
of the CDC is that it will 
permit Canadian funds to find 
investment opportunities ‘in 
Canada.

Ventures For The Future 


Joined with the proper kind 
of enterpreneurship, this will 
permit Canadian equity in- 
vestment in the right kind of 
things for the future. 

It will also permit, shall we 
say, Canadian owners of Ca- 
nadian enterprises who want 
to sell out: to find a Canadian 
buyer for them. 


I think we should keep away 
as far as possible from the 
idea of buying back Canadian 
or even buying Canadian if it 
isn’t good, efficient Canadian. 

In other words I don’t think 
that this corporation should be 
run on the basis that we must 
buy everything which is going 
to the United States. 

But if there is a good, going 
concern which is’ tuned to the 
future, which really has a 
chance of being a _. great 
productive area for the-future, 
I think there should be 
Canadian funds available to 
make a bid for it. 

The way it happens now is 
that very often the Canadian 
people who are selling are 
selling to American corpora- 
tions who can make an easy 
buy because they have the 
credit to do it. 

They often buy it out with 
Canadian money, just on their 


own-credit;-money from Ca- 
nadian banks.’ Well, if the 
CDC existed, this wouldn't 
have to happen. 

Now the dangers, of course, 
we are all well aware of. If 
the CDC is run on a strict 
nationalist basis, it will be a 
flop; it will be a failure. 

It must be run on an 
efficient entrepreneurial basis 
like any of the good holding 
companies in Canada or in the 
United States.

It has been remarked before 
that Canada is the only 
modern industrial nation 
which has a protected market 
well below 100 millions. 


Cause of 


Trudeau: Yes I agree that 
they are a cause of tension 
within Canada; perhaps dis- 
unity is too strong a word. 


I think we must start with 
the proposition that every 
Canadian, no matter where he 
lives — by the sea or in the 
mountains or on the plains — 
has a right to the good life; 
otherwise, why would he be 
interested in being a Ca- 
nadian?

If he has to move to 
Montreal or to Toronto or to 
some big city to be a 
Canadian, then we've lost the 
whole idea of the country. 


Compare the United States 
with its .200 million or the 
Soviet Union or Japan; they 
are all near or above the 100 
million. We’ve got 20 million. 

So obviously, if we want the 
benefits of scale, mass pro- 
duction, we have to have a 
larger market. Therefore, in 
theory I answer favorably to 
the question. 

I_ think we should try to 
form it with the United 
States; I think we should try 
to form it with Britain;. with. 
western Europe. This has to 
be done by stages, of course. 

Q.: At the recent constitu- 
tional conference, it was 
agreed by most of the pro- 
vincial premiers that eco- 
nomic disparities among 
Canada's various regions were 
a major cause of national 
disunity. If you agree, do you 
have any ideas as to how 
these disparities could be 
modified? 


Tension 


Therefore, I agree we must 
attack this problem. I must 
point out that we are doing so, 
and. I think very much in the 
right way with our equaliza- 
tion payments, which have 
been perfected over the past 
20 years. 

They are not perfect yet but 
they are certainly now a way 
by which the poorer provinces 
are receiving via the federal 
government equalization pay- 
ments; such amounts to make 
them on. a par. with the 
average budgetary possibili- 
ties of any other province. 

So this is the right approach 
for the over-all problem. 


Regional Disparities 


There will always remain 
within each region or province 
special cases — we are 
meeting some of them with 
the Atlantic Development 
Board; we are meeting some 
others with ARDA; we are 
meeting others. with the 
PFRA and I think that all our 
policies are good in the sense 
that they tend to correct this 
problem of regional dispari- 
ties. 

I don’t think that we have

the answer to everything yet 
but I think the general 
thinking of Canadians through 
their governments both 
federal and provincial is right 
— that we are trying to 
redistribute the wealth re- 
gionally in a way which would 
be more fair.

Vancouver promoter George 
Patey, who says he paid ‘‘sev- 
eral thousand dollars” for the 
wall when he heard it was to 
be torn down, says he has 
since had an offer of more 
than $25,000 for the bricks. 

He said the offer was made 
‘by an Amerivan, which meant 
the bricks could be returned 
to the U.S. in bond without 
duty being paid. 

Mr. Patey, who had planned 
to set the wall up as a tourist 
attraction here and later in 
San Francisco, said Wédnes- 
day night whatever he does, 
he's “‘definitely going to make 
money.” 

The wall was the scene of 
gangland’s most famous 
shooting. Seven of Bugs Mor- 
an's mob. were gunned down 
in front of it by Al Capone’s 
gang on Feb. 14, 1929.

‘Get Organized, Outer Areas Told 


Colwood, Langford, 
Metchosin and View Royal 
were warned Thursday that 
irreparable harm will result if 
they don’t form loca] govern- 
ments. 

The warning was delivered 
by chairman of the Regional 
District Board, Saanich Reeve 
Hugh Curtis in a speech to 
Victoria Rotary Club. , 

He said it is his personal 
opinion, “That without 
municipal government. their 

, problems will multiply, their 

' growth’ and development will 
continue in haphazard fashion 
and their districts will eventu- 
ally lose much of their 
present charm and effective- 
ness.”” 

Reeve Curtis said that as 
chairman of the regional 
district he believes, “the 
argument that local incor- 
poration will boost taxes is 
not valid. 

INCREASE ANYWAY 

“Taxes in these districts 
will undoubtedly increase 
with local _ government or 
without it. 

“But unless the estab- 
lishment of a municipality or 
municipalities takes place 
soon, particularly m Colwood 
and Langford, irreparable 
harm will be done to. these 
large and still desirable sec- 
tions:...” 

The warning was a diver- 
sion from the reeve’s main 
theme — the development and 
record of activity of the 
regional district. 

He said that since incor- 
poration in 1966 the regional 
board has represented Vic- 
toria, Saanich, Esquimalt, 
Oak Bay, Central. Saanich, 
North Saanich, Sidney and the 
electoral areas of View 
Royal, Metchosin, Colwood, 
Langford, Sooke, Salt Spring 
Island and the outer Gulf 
Islands. 

TRUNK SEWERS 

The board’s first function 
was the preservation of re- 
gional parklands. A levy of %4 
mill annually has enabled the 
board to acquire 820 acres of 
parkland throughout the 
region. 

The board also worked out a 
district ban against fireworks 
and more recently has 
accepted the function of plan- 
ning trunk sewers, outfalls, 
and treatment plants. Final 
steps toward their provision 
are under way. 

The board, said the reeve, 
has also acted for individual 
areas within its scope on 
projects such as Langford’s 
Centennial Swimming Pooi, 
with the tax levy restricted to 
the areas benefitting. 

A similar arrangement was 
completed for provision of a 
family and children’s court 
building serving the urban 
areas. 

“In the immediate future 
there is a good possibility that 
the board will be taking on 
the function of metropolitan 
health services ...

“It would be a tragedy if 
(Municipal Affairs) ‘Minister 
Dan Campbell and his col- 
leagues damaged or destroyed 
the positive attitude. that 
many of us have toward’ 
regional government, through 
foisting off their own duties. 
B.C. Hydro is an excellent 
case in point.”

DRUNKS ‘SUFFERING’ 


VANCOUVER (CP)—The health of Vancouver's chronic 
drunks is deteriorating because of a new ruling by the 
British Columbia government, Police Chief Ralph Booth said 
Thursday. 

The new policy, ordered by the attorney-general’s depart- 
ment, calls for the release of drunks without charge after a 
night in jail—provided they have sobered up. 

Chief Booth told the police commission this is tough on the 
habitual drunks, who no longer get the chance to “dry out” 
and eat properly while serving a short prison sentence. 

As a result of the no-charge policy, he said, many of them 
are drunk and picked up again the day of release, with the 
“whole sad cycle’ starting again. 

He said the officer in charge of the city jail reported 
a “very perceptible deterioration’’ in the health of ‘habitual 
drunks.

Kennedy Now Ready 
To Challenge Johnson 


KINGS POINT, N.Y. (UPI) — Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
(D—N.Y.), said today he would announce Saturday whether 
or not he will challenge President Johnson for the Democratic 


Kennedy informed 175 women Democrats assembled in a 
Kings Point home of his intention, then intimated that he had 
made up his mind to enter the race. 

“T’m going to make an announcement tomorrow,’ he said. 
“You can help me in the effort-which I am going to under- 


Then the Senator got off what appeared to be his first 
direct attack on President Johnson. 

In answer to a question as to why he did not support the 
peace candidacy of Sen. Eugene McCarthy, (D—Minn.), Ken- 
nedy said he'd been talking about Vietnam for a long time. 

“T have a special responsibility and it is recognized that 
when I have spoken frequently on this. point that it has been 
interpreted as almost a personality struggle — nothing to do 
with the issues or my feelings about it (Vietnam). 

‘Maybe it is personal animosity because he (Johnson) 


feéls that John Kennedy should still be the president of the 
United States. That is what President Johnson has been 


saying.”

ColWeod, Langford, 
Metchosin d View Royal 
were warned Thursday that 
irreparable harm will result if 
they don’t form local govern- 
ments. 

The warning was delivered 
by chairman of the Regional 
District Board, Saanich Reeve 
Hugh Curtis in a speech to 
Victoria Rotary Club. 

He said it is his personal 
opinion, “That without 
municpal government their 
problems will multiply, their 
growth and development will 
continue in haphazard fashion 
and their districts will eventu- 
ally lose much of their 
present. charm and effective- 
ness.” 

Reeve Curtis said that as 
chairman of the regional 
district he believes, “the 
argument that local incor- 
poration will boost taxes is 
not valid. 


INCREASE ANYWAY 

“Taxes in these districts 
will undoubtedly increase 
with local government or 
without it. 

“Bot unless the. estab- 
lishment of a municipality or 
municipalities takes place 
soon, particularly in Colwood 
and. Langford, irreparable 
harm will ‘be done to: these 
large and still desirable sec- 
tions ...” 

The warning was a diver- 
sion from the reeve’s main 
theme — the development and 
record of activity of the 
regional district. 

He said that since incor- 
poration in 1966 the regional 
board has represented Vic- 
toria, Saanich, Esquimalt, 
Oak. Bay, Central Saanich, 
North Saanich, Sidney and the 
electoral areas of View 
Royal, Metchosin, Colwood, 
Langford, Sooke, Salt Spring 
Island and the outer Gulf 
Islands. 


TRUNK SEWERS 

The board’s. first function 
was the preservation of re- 
gional parklands.-A-levy of % 
mill annually has enabled the 
board to acquire 820 acres of 
parkland throughout the 
region.

A major oil company has 
joined the ranks of prospec- 
tive B.C. coking coal suppliers 


for the Japa- 
nese steel in- 
dustry.

bought 14 coal licences in 
southeastern B.C. 

These licences cover a total 
7,680 acres, a moderate hold- 
ing considering some _ coal 
permits are for 25,000 acres. 

But they are potentially 
rich, lying’ in the Elk River 
Valley just north of Michel, 
near Mt. Bleasdell,.a matter 
of some 30 miles from the 
Alberta holdings. The latter 
include steam and coking coal 
deposits, some of which have 
been worked. : 

Of course, the. big coal 
interests in that corrier of 
B.C. are now held by Kaiser 
Coal, which bought a large 
proportion of the Crows Nest 
Industries property in a deal 
sealed two weeks ago. 

Kaiser signed a 15-year 
contract to supply 45 million 
tons at a total cost of $650 
million to the Japanese 
buyers.

For some months two other 
major companies — Canadian 
Pacific Oil and Gas Ltd. and 
Northern.
